Nestled in Yonkers, New York, is a treasure chest 
of jazz to nourish your soul, and the keeper of the 
swinging flame is Al Defemio, owner and house- 
drummer of the restaurant/jazz haven that bears 

Of late, Al has been in demand to perform at 
concerts and festivals in the area, as a result of 
his reputation and popularity among musicians 
and jazz fans. Today. Defemio leads a dual life. 
He is a respectable and well-to-do restaurant 
owner—he opened Defemio's on Tuckahoe Road 
in Yonkers in 1950- and is one of Westchester's 
best-known musicians. This self-taught man's ex¬ 
uberance is the ingredient that places him a head 
or two above some of the many journeyman 
drummers that travel around the area from club 
to club. Customers at Defemio's can't help but 
notice this during the many torrid musical 

The Yonkers-born Defemio, who was gradu¬ 
ated from Gorton High School and the Butler 
Business School played with Mel Powell, and 
Bobby Dukoff bands, worked with Sid Ceasar in 
the Catskills for many years, and auditioned with 
the Raymond Scott band before enlisting in the 
Army during World War II. While in the Service, 
he was selected to play in an All Star band for 
U.S.O. Shows in Central and South America. He 
returned to civilian life only to be faced with a 


It's an extraordinary club where the musicians 
love to work in the warmth of the atmosphere 
created by the host, the staff, the audiences, the 
music...a unique situation. So unique that Max¬ 
ine Sullivan has been quoted as saying, “I was 
surprised to find an oasis like this”. I like to work 
eyeball to eyeball with people, and this is an ideal 
spot. It isn't every day you find a cat that owns the 
joint and gets such a kick out of playing himself. 
It seems like he comes alive when he gets on 
those drums." 

Defemio says, "A lot of musicians say I play 
musically. You're not just playing a mess of 
sounds, you're hearing the music in the drums.” 
This statement is supported by relatives and/or 
friends of the musicians playing there, remarking 
that the musicians always sound better at 
Defemio's because of Al's support to them 
musically. 

Al's dream to record an album has come true. 
He says, 'The remarkable part about this album 
is that there were no rehearsals, spontaneous, a 
one-time combination of players." It is truly amaz¬ 
ing that this album came out so well." The ques¬ 
tion often asked of Al by his customers as it relates 
to the album is, “How long have the musicians 
been playing together with you?" The answer 
usually given by him is, "Maybe 20 minutes!” Al's 
definition of jazz is simple, “It just happens, it's a 
marriage. One person listens to the other, and 
suddenly you've got it going." 

In his salute to Al as Mr. Jazz of Yonkers, the 
Mayor of Yonkers expressed that Al Defemio has 
made Yonkers a place that is known to jazz fans

One of the most rewarding aspects of making music for a living is the friendship 
that grows from working together, sometimes under less than optimum conditions. 
When Caroline Leslie approached me with the idea of making a live album at Erny's, 
the chance to record with some old and new friends under superb conditions seemed 
like a dream come true. I have always felt that live recordings are preferable to studio 
sessions, mainly because the atmosphere in a studio never lets you forget that you are 
being recorded. In a live session, the rapport with the audience and the familiar ambi¬ 
ance make for more spontaneity and less self-consciousness. My previous recordings 
have all been studio efforts, and with a few exceptions, I've never been really happy 
with the results, so this relaxed and enjoyable evening at Erny's turned out to be an 
opportunity of which we took full advantage. 


Most of the music on this record is in the "jam session" genre, with the exception 
of Quincy Jones' "Stockholm Sweetnin'" which I arranged in loose fashion with lots 
of room for blowing. Since this line of Quincy's is based on the chords of < Frederick 
Hollander's "You Leave Me Breathless" (a favorite of the producer), I decided to use a 
little bit of the source material as an introduction and coda "a capella".

When Anthony Braxton, noted avant garde reedsman, visited Washington, D. C. 
in July 1976, he took some lessons on his flute and clarinet. His teacher? Tim 
Eyermann. That Tim is so well respected among his professional peers gives some 
endorsement to his talents. A better indicator, however, is the album in your hands. 

Tim’s career credits are far too long to list here: suffice it to say that Tim 
Eyermann is one of the true synthesizers in contemporary music - he knows no 
compromise, and refuses to be re-stricted by labels. This collection presents Tim 
in two different ensemble settings, sextet and quartet, each offering distinct musical 
possibilities, each molded by the distinctive Eyermann touch. Both units are world 
class, and both show their class in responding to Eyermann, his compositions, and 
his articulate arrangements. And in each case, the strong central voice is his own, be 
it by way of his various saxophones, flutes, clarinet, oboe, or any combination 
thereof. 

Marracino leads off the recital with the sextet charging into the tune’s solid 
samba rhythms. Initially scored for quartet plus singer, Tim has now arranged the 
piece around the fiery, vocal quality of his soprano sax. Note also Matarese’s 
logical lines, and the fine writing around Palamar’s surging drum break. 

Unity showcases the same group in a decidedly different mode, defiantly funky 
and razor-sharp. Robertson’s trombone and the author/arranger’s alto and baritone 
(!j saxes cut through the phased harmonic mists laid down by Matarese and West, 
crrating a Crusader-like phalanx of sound, <- 

A Time Past introduces the quartet and closes out the side with well-paced lyric- 
ism. Tim’s echoing oboe, refreshingly free of arpeggios, introduces the lovely 
theme, voiced in multi-tracked reeds. 

The sextet opens up Side Two with Mist Screen , an uptempo swinger that evokes 
mid-’60’s Miles through the bass’s hurried walk and Palamar’s cymbal shadings. 
F.yermann’s soprano carries the wide-open tune, romping through the implied 
rhythm changes. 

Catherine catches Tim in a sentimental mood, writing for his wife Marie C. . 
Backed by real strings - “I believe in electronics, but only up to a point”, he notes 
- the leader takes his alto from mellow lyricism to high-flying samba, then picks 
up his flute for a gentle outing. Karukas contributes the right touches, building 
to an exuberant ending in which alto melds with strings in a final climb to ecstasy. 

For Our Friends in the Back gives the quartet a chance to strut its fusion stuff, 
with Ford’s intro and fills blazing the trail. Eyermann’s gutsy alto follows the 
twisting theme into a fiery solo replete with Bird-like breaks. Gregg’s Moog chorus 
is unaffected and inventive. The album closes with Ford wreaking havoc behind a 
powerhouse coda, leaving the listener sated for the moment. 

One mark of mastery is versatility; versatility is but one winning characteristic 
of the music of Tim Eyermann, a bright new star on the jazz horizon.

For about the past two years in Washington, D. C. there is one group which has 
never failed to cause uncommon excitement wherever they have appeared. Tim 
Eyermann's East Coast Offering is that group. Now, people everywhere can listen 
for themselves and understand the reasoning behind the high level acceptance 
Tim and company have enjoyed. This is their first recording and comes at a time 
when they have been working together enough so that this collection accurately 
reflects their very special expertise. The originals they regularly present indicate 
very competent writing, to say nothing of a judicious use of electronics, so that 
collectively this is unquestionable a group of the times. This album may be overdue 
but it gives proof to the old proverb - better late than never.

Nestled in Yonkers, New York, is a treasure chest 
of jazz to nourish your soul, and the keeper of the 
swinging flame is Al Defemio, owner and house- 
drummer of the restaurant/jazz haven that bears 
his name. 

Of late, Al has been in demand to perform at 
concerts and festivals in the area, as a result of 
his reputation and popularity among musicians 
and jazz fans. Today, Defemio leads a dual life. 
He is a respectable and well-to-do restaurant 
owner—he opened Defemio's on Tuckahoe Road 
in Yonkers in 1950-and is one of Westchester’s 
best-known musicians. This self-taught man's ex¬ 
uberance is the ingredient that places him a head 
or two above some of the many journeyman 
drummers that travel around the area from club 
to club. Customers at Defemio’s can’t help but 
notice this during the many torrid musical 
moments that take place there. 

The Yonkers-born Defemio, who was gradu¬ 
ated from Gorton High School and the Butler 
Business School played with Mel Powell, and 
Bobby Dukoff bands, worked with Sid Ceasar in 
the Catskills for many years, and auditioned with 
the Raymond Scott band before enlisting in the 
Army during World War II. While in the Service, 
he was selected to play in an All Star band for 
U.S.O. Shows in Central and South America. He 
returned to civilian life only to be faced with a 


dilemma: play the drums or find a job. Defemio 
elected to look for regular work. He put his drum 
sticks aside for about 19 years while he worked 
at building the restaurant with his wife, Anita, by 
his side, helping even to this day. But the drought 
ended in 1969. That was when he presented his 
first live show at the restaurant. He stuck to his 
guns (drums) - it took a long time to build up. The 
musicians and Al played to small audiences at 
first but Al didn't mind... he was back with his first 
love. It is certainly a dream come true for every 
musician to play in his own club. 

The impressive list of repeated performers in¬ 
cluded the late Bud Johnson and the late Zoot 
Sims, jazz masters without a doubt, who have 
quoted about Al, ‘To Al. It is always a pleasure to 
play with you at your restaurant.” (Bud Johnson) 
and ‘To Al. Real people and a sweetheart of a 
boss." (Zoot Sims). Also among the performers 
are Frank Foster, Clark Terry, Maxine Sullivan, 
Scott Hamilton, Doc Cheatham, Warren Vache, 
Chuck Wayne, Benny Golson, The Pizzarelli's, 
and so many others. Every weekend at Al’s place 
is a treat for good food and good jazz-a 
sure thing. 

It's an extraordinary club where the musicians 
love to work in the warmth of the atmosphere 
created by the host, the staff, the audiences, the 
music...a unique situation. So unique that Max¬ 
ine Sullivan has been quoted as saying, “I was 
surprised to find an oasis like this". I like to work 
eyeball to eyeball with people, and this is an ideal 
spot. It isn’t every day you find a cat that owns the 
joint and gets such a kick out of playing himself. 
It seems like he comes alive when he gets on 
those drums.” 

Defemio says, “A lot of musicians say I play 
musically. You’re not just playing a mess of 
sounds, you’re hearing the music in the drums.” 
This statement is supported by relatives and/or 
friends of the musicians playing there, remarking 
that the musicians always sound better at 
Defemio’s because of Al’s support to them 
musically. 

Al’s dream to record an album has come true. 
He says, ‘The remarkable part about this album 
is that there were no rehearsals, spontaneous, a 
one-time combination of players." It is truly amaz¬ 
ing that this album came out so well." The ques¬ 
tion often asked of Al by his customers as it relates 
to the album is, "How long have the musicians 
been playing together with you?” The answer 
usually given by him is, "Maybe 20 minutes!" Al’s 
definition of jazz is simple, "It just happens, it's a 
marriage. One person listens to the other, and 
suddenly you’ve got it going." 

In his salute to Al as Mr. Jazz of Yonkers, the 
Mayor of Yonkers expressed that Al Defemio has 
made Yonkers a place that is known to jazz fans 
from all over. 

Westchesterites are certainly privileged to have 
an Al Defemio among them.

He has a “killer'’ beat that embraces 
you. And his understanding of structure is un¬ 
canny... he always knows where he is, and you 
too. In the quartet format I feel absolutely free to 
express myself this way and that without ever 
having to “play down” for any reason whatsoever. 
Wouldn't it be great if we had more Al Defemios?’ 


Mickey Tucker-Piano: Currently free-lancing. 
Working on compositions to be entered in the Na¬ 
tional Composers Competition; i.e.: saxophone 
quartet and orchestra, two pianos and orchestra 
and alto flute and strings. Quote from Mickey 
Tucker: “It is always a pleasure to work with Al 
Defemio at Defemio’s.

One of the most rewarding aspects of making music for a living is the friendship 
that grows from working together, sometimes under less than optimum conditions. 
When Caroline Leslie approached me with the idea of making a live album at Erny's, 
the chance to record with some old and new friends under superb conditions seemed 
like a dream come true. I have always felt that live recordings are preferable to studio 
sessions, mainly because the atmosphere in a studio never lets you forget that you are 
being recorded. In a live session, the rapport with the audience and the familiar ambi¬ 
ance make for more spontaneity and less self-consciousness. My previous recording's 
have all been studio efforts, and with a few exceptions, I've never been really happy 
with the results, so this relaxed and enjoyable evening at Erny's turned out to be an 
opportunity of which we took full advantage. 

Most of the music on this record is in the "jam session" genre, with the exception 
of Quincy Jones' "Stockholm Sweetnin'" which I arranged in loose fashion with lots 
of room for blowing. Since this line of Quincy's is based on the chords of • Frederick 
Hollander's "You Leave Me Breathless" (a favorite of the producer), I decided to use a 
little bit of the source material as an introduction and coda "a capella". 


The overall musical level is so high that I hesitate to single out individuals, but 
Pete Minger's fluegelhorn on the second track was so dazzling that we decided to make 
that the title tune. You don't hear playing like that every day, only "Once in a While". 



I thank Nancy Murphy, friend, fellow jazz fan, and owner of my favorite saloon, 
for opening her doors on this special Sunday to a small but appreciative invited audience. 
I have always wanted to follow the musicians, who when finished with their gigs, but 
still all afire, dashed off to sit in and jam at mysterious and unknown locales. For 
others who have aspired to the same pursuit, this album will convey, I hope, some of the 
magic and excitement of tho talented interaction that can occur. Each track is a first 
"take". 


My thanks to the musicians, onginoer Rob Burr and the technical personnel, 
and everyone at ERNY'S for making this "Once in a While" recording session possible.
